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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the Examiner's treatment of the 
declaration, the instant invention is to be compared to the closest prior art. The examiner has identified Example IV of the reference as the 
closest prior art. While reasonable deviations therefrom may be entertained they must be justified. Just because a modification may fall 
within the broad scope of the patent, it does not maintain status as the closest prior art. Applicant's reasoning for substituted toluene alone 
for the benzene/toluene mixture of the prior art is accepted. There is no evidence that the action of cobalt carboxylate would be expected 
to be indistinguishable from that of cobalt linoleate (the preferred drier). While cobalt linoleate may be the recognized substitute for 
linoleate, there is no evidence that the art would consider them to be indistinguishable equivalents. There is no basis in the declaration for 
the correction that the drier is added in a 1 5% solution or that one of ordinary skill in the art would expect to use similar weights rather than 
mole proportions of driers. While it may be transcription error, there is no evidence of record that the temperature to which H1 is preheated 
is actually 200 C. There is no evidence of record that R1 is preheated to 200 C. The prior art relied upon requires that the mixture be 
stirred with heating at 230-250 C "till a thread of 6 to 8 inches is obtained" there is no hard time limit on that process. A single attempt 
using one narrow embodiment is insufficient to overcome the assumption that the patent example is fully enabled. With respect to the 
scope and meaning of the term "binder" the examiner's position is clearly set forth in the final rejection. The material of the instant claims is 
to be compared with the closest prior art, the dried binder of the reference. . 
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
